Cariboo vs IToton. 

On Thorsduy wo relorrod to what is 
now figured somewhat extensively in 
the Ontario press as 'The Ttoton 
case.' No one can bo surprised that tho 
orenn of tho Obstructionists in this city 
hu discovered in tho Proton case a 
counterpart of tho Cariboo oa**, w th 
thiB-difforenoo, however, that tba latter 
is alleged to pre»oni conditions ol 
greater turpitude.

Taming to the Cnr.bco, caw, 
w « find thetollowing laotu :-Mr WaK 
kern, tho senior member for Cariboo, ac 
oeptod the portfolio of Public Works, 
an d, in pursuance of tho well-known rule 
under Responsible Government, Bought 
re-election. The Obstructionists con- 
epired to get up an opposition ---not 
with tho hope ot electing their candidate, 
for Lhoy knew very well that there 
waB not tho ghost of a ohonco for that, 
but merely to have a pell demanded 
bo that the election could not possibly 
terminate in time for Mr Walkem to 
take his Beat during the present session, 
it being Cfsontial that a poll should 
bo held at tho distant rolling Division 
of Omineea. With this patriotic 
object in view,tbe Obstructionists dispatched a 
fitting instrument to New WeBttninBlm 
ior the purpesa of 'pulling the Wires. he 
refill! was made public through the Cariboo 
Stniintl of 27th of Jacaory, and *va? tepro 
dnced in tbeie columns. The purport ol 
what is now commonly known as lbs lying 
teloniams will (till be Ireeh in tec reader a 
recollection. Who the honored (?) medium 
eeleotid in Cstiboo for the dirty woik was, 
deponent saith not; bui whoever the party 
was ho was informed that Mr. Walkem 'is 
opposed to the abolition ol Road Tolls,' ond 
he was urged to 'put up a candidate against 
him and demand a poll, win or Lose. The 
Cariboo agent replied that Mr, Wa kern 
would poll o f-trong vote unleiB ptool ol 
the allegation worn fortisbed. Humphreys 
laconic replv was, Tut up a candidate. ago'DSt 
Walkam; Twill furnish proof.' 'Jo this the 
Cariboo agent replied.' Furnish well aulbeo- 
tcated prool and a good candidate is roedy. 
—he having w'ssly concluded thatBometh;ug 
mora Bubstartlial than Humphrey*' oieer. 
Hods and promises would bo desirable. The 
promised "pronl" dopfl not appear to have 
been 'furnishbd.' and ■<> Mr. Walkem was 
re-elected by ucclamat'oo. Bet now for tba 
part played by the (Jovoruuier.t . Upon 
becoming aware ol the ecorvy elleeajt on 
the part of the OhssructiontBta to keep the 
Chief Oonimiesioner ontol tbeHouee, thereby 
diifranehiaiog Uariboo lor Ibe a-ssion. in bo 
fBr at least, as its senior member won con- 
certed, Mr, Walkem telegraphed a contrar 
diotioD of tbe'Mette' bos, and this denial 
was followed up by ono authorised by tho 
Premier iu which it was s'a'ed that Mr. 
Walkem was an earnest advocate of lbs 
abolition ol tho Road Tolls, as well aJ ol 
s»vercl other measures specially benefioiol to 
Cariboo. It ia ibis lu-t act that has beet- 
pouueed upon by the Obit'intiooista ..s pie- 
geoliOR a oa«e ol uro-s corruption which 
completely throws toe 'Frit m ease into Ibe 
■bade. Need one word be Bdded by way ol 
pointing out the difference between the two 
oases 1 In the Proloo case ibe elettorg 
wore told 'If 5011 will vote lor oar candidate 
wo will give, you tho lull benefit ol tho low 
valoatiuo of your laodt; if you vote againai 
birn we will withhold that advartiee.' It 
will at ooco lm seen that fcbfs offer w-s 
itriotlyin tfae natars ol a bribe to vein for 
tbe Government oantidot 1 . In tbe Cariboo 
c»s-\ iht ao-calkd Opposition firmly ra s 
gta'Bd facts with a view to delnat a membei 
of tho Government; and the GoveroraoDt 
made a simple b'uh moot cl fac'ain order to 
eouoteraotihelitsol tbe so-called Opp'st'ion. 
It ia impoisibjfl to diBOOVet the aliiiti'.eft ele- 
ment of bribery or even unduo ii flunuce in 
this. Hut no on. can help beio^ struck with 
the breaeo-faced assurance ol tho m-oalhd 
Opposition in Brit having had recourse to 
audi a disrnpotubls triob and then apparent- 
ly Rlrojiiig in tbeir own sharre by bunging 
the matt r up in He House. It Is 'rue 'hat 
Ibe principal nget th this dirty nflair claime 
that he believed hi the t mo tho troth ol 
wbat he telegraphed; but we imagine Ik 
will find lew in this community wiling to 
believo that. It was well known a: tlm liaie 
t hat Mr Walkem w«e a it'or c udvooate of 
tho abolition ol tho Read Tell', and that, in 
tbe event ol tho Government hesitating to 
undertake tha total abolition as a Govern- 
ment measure, ho wonld himsoll, introduce r> 
JJill for t'mt purpoee. Common decency 
should have mggetleti to the 'Meiies' tho 
policy of wiping up the dirty mess and Bay- 
ing no rcoro ahout n ; but that appears to be 
a scarce commodity with thern.
